Dear  Dr,  Warren  : 


I  bring  to  your  attention  a  leaflet  which  has  been  issued 
concerning  a  proposal  to  honor  President  Lincoln  with  a  marker  relative 
to  his  speech  on  the  Ohio  state  house  grounds, September  16,1859.  We 
would  appreciate  having  your  opinion  as  to  the  relative  importance  of 
this  address.  Although  substantially  the  same  as  the  one  he  gave  at 
Cincinnati  a  day  or  so  later,  it  did  not  attract  local  attention  to  the 
extent  of  the  Cincinnati  address  and  does  not  receive  much  attention 
in  the  general  discussions  of  Mr. Lincoln* s  life.  Nevertheless,,  it  seems 
to  a  group  of  influential  young  men  here  to  merit  a  marker. 

The  location  of  this  address  -  in  its  present  setting  -  would 
indicate  the  type  of  marker  best  fitted  would  be  a  bronze  statue  of  Mr. 
Lincoln.  Could  you  advise  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  such  a  marker  ? 
Under  the  circumstances,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  have  an  original 
creation,but  it  might  be  possible  to  secure  a  reproduction  of  some 
good  bronze  already  in  existance.
